quarian and patriotic o rg anizatio ns. 
Directed by such expert autho rity, the preservatio n o f his­ 
toric mo numents and natural reso urces o f the United States 
will be vig o ro usly pushed and it is anticipated that many 
building s and landmarks o f interest in co nnectio n with the 
early history o f the nation will thus be presented for future 
g eneratio ns. 
The initial effort will be to ward training th<- 
laymen in artistic appreciatio n o f our early and co ntempo r­ 
ary architecture. 
The sug g estio n is made by W illiam S. Appleto n o f the So ­ 
ciety fo r the Preservatio n o f N ew Eng land Antiquities that a 
fund o f $5 ,000,000 be raised, the income to be applicable in 
w hatever way the manag ing co mmittee thinks best suited 
to preserve the most wo rth-while private and public archi­ 
tecture. 
Eventually the effort will be extended to affiliation with 
the efforts o f the British Council for the Preservation o f 
Rural Eng land.

com bustion engines; some of the men 
he has trained are, perhaps, working 
as m echanics in the m ighty Buick 
factory. 
He gets down to the shop 
early and stays late; and he says. “I'v e 
got to keep on w orking—or starv e." 
In all the collection of strange tales 
tha t are told in D etroit, the autom o­ 
bile capital, there is no tale so strange 
as the tale of Dav id Buick. 
Finding him is a hard job He can't 
afford a telephone, so his nam e isn't 
in the directory. 
Yet this man. whose nam e is world 
fam ous, but whose purse is thin, is 
neither discouraged nor unhappy.

Sitting

anteroom of the trade school talking 
to this m an. listening to him tell the 
story of his rise and his fall, hearing 
his own admission that the stock he 
onee held would, if he owned it today, 
make him worth “many, many, many 
millions of dollars" 
I soon lost the 
feeling of pity with which 1 entered. 
The giants of the automobile world 
are true giants, that cannot be crush­ 
ed; and Dav id Buick, if you please, is 
one of them. 
He told me his story.

On Anniv ersary o f Great Disaster 


A year ago Hund red * of boat» , sim ilar to the 
one in this p icture, were p lying up and d own 
the 
great flood area to rescue 300,000 p ersons cling ing 
to house top s and levees and transp ort them to 
refug ee camp » like In the up p er corner. 
The p ic­ 
ture in the lower corner show* the town of Colu m­ 
bu s. Kentucky, after the Red Cros« had moved it 
a half mile to b luffs ab ove the river to save it 
from comp lete d estruction.
